THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


SOME GLIMPSES WITHIN ITs MASS- 
IVE WALLS, 


The Usva) Inequality inthe Distribution of Patron- 
age—Georgiens in ‘the Army of the United 
Statcs—The Curiositiesf{of the }Revolu- 
tien and the CQivil War, Ete. 


Wasnineaton, February 7.—[Special.J—Whon 
the sight-seer in Washington enters the war 
department cffices and is informed that they 
are “temporary,” he is compelled to wonder 
what sort of apartments will be deomed fit for 
the permanent use of this branch of the gov- 
ernment. The north wing of the great build- 
ing dedicated to the service of the state, war 
and navy bureaus now furnishes offices for the 
secretary of war and several hundred clerks. 
While their surroundings are complete in 
comfort and elegance they are temporary be- 
cause the, headquarters of this department 
are to be established in the splendid west 
front of the building, that part of it which is 


yet to be built at a cost of several millions, 
and is to rival the east front, where the naval 
officials now sit in their gilded salons. The 
entire western and southern portions of the 
building will then be surrendered to the war 
department to accommodate the hundreds of 
clerks now scattered through the dingy old 
buildings in the neighborhood. While 
the navy boasts the richest apart- 
ments now, it enjoys an advantage which, in 
the next two or three years may be eclipsed 
by the war department, as the tendency is 
toward more lavish expenditure on public 
buildings. 

Secretary Bob Lincoln has the reputation of 
being the most precise and business-like mem- 
ber of the cabinet. His department in every 
sub-division gives evidence of perfect system. 
There are about 

ONE THOUSAND CLERKS 

in the department, bes'de those employed in 
the signal office, the medical bureau 
and the quartermester’s offices on 
the outside of the general building. These 
together will aggregate nearly one thousand 
more. A clerk in the war department has, 
nerbaps, more work to dothan onein any 
other branch of the government service, except 
in one or two subdivisions of the treasury and 
the postoflice department. The vast number 
of rccords, the great aggregate of statistics and 
accounts,and the many bulky reports which are 
made frem this department necessitate a great 
deal of careful work. The pay of the clerks 
who do it is inferior to that received 
for more dignified and less laborious service in 
the state department, and about on a par with 
the compensations in the other departments. 
lere as elsewhere in the acres enclosed by the 
marble and granite walls of the government 
buildings at the capital a Georgia face is a 
rarity, and Georgia names are scarce indeed 
on the psy roll. The only Georgian with e 
clerkship in the war department that I can 
hear of is Mr. Alexander McRae, of Dodge 
county, who receives $1,200 a year. There 
is one colored laborer at $60 a month 
credited to the state. 

There are several states with over fifty 
places each and the District of Columbia 
comes in for its usual big grab at government 
patronage. 

I refer to the places in the regular clerical 
divisions of the department. Georgia has two 
or three appointments in the signal service, 

GEORGIANS IN THE ARMY. 

Our state fares somewhat better in the 
armv which 1s, of course, under the direction 
and control of the war department. To it 
are credited Major George Bb. 
Dandy, of the quartermasters department, 
Captain Mason Carter, of the Sth intantry; 
Lieutenant George 8. Hoyle and Oscar J. 
Brown, of the Ist cavalry; James Lockett and 
Jomes B. Ervin, of the 4th cavalry; W. W. 
Forsyth and Frederick Hodgson, of the 6th 
cavairy; Eli D. Hoyle, of the 2d artillery; 
Frank Carringion, of the Ist infantry; Frank 
McCoy, ofthe 3d infantry; M. O. Hollis, of the 
Sth infantry; and Edgar Hubert, of the 8th 
infantry. The lieutenants named have all 
graduated at West Point since the war, most 
of them with distinction. Every one oi them 
hasa good record inthe service as far as he 
has gore. Lieutenant Eli Hoyle enjoys the 
distinction of being the only 
second lieutenant who was ever appointed ad- 
jutantof the West Point military academy, 
where he is now assigned toduty. The army 
of the United States consists of only about 25- 
000 men, rank and file. There are about 2,000 
officers, all told, thus allowing 
one officer to about every eleven men. 
About 300 officers are upon the retired list for 
various causes. Among them is General 
Meigs, the famous engineer, who went to the 
military academy from Georgia and is still 
accredited to that state, as are Colonel Cuyler 
and Colonel Wallen, also of the retired list. 

It costs the government about 

TWENTY-FIVE MILLIONS 
every year tosupport the war establisnment, 
not including what is spent onrivers and 
harbors under the direction of the army engi- 
neers. Whileeverybody is practically agreed 
that a navy must be built, there is no discov- 
erable disposition to increase the army. The 
deep sense of reliance onthe citizen soldiery 
wil) neyer be shaken from the foundation laid 
foritin the glorious records of valor on both 
sides during the civil war. Possibly it was the 
prospect of an overproduction ot 
ofticers which has induced the elevation of the 
West Point standard. The ordeal for an ap- 
plicant and the constant demand on his schol- 
arship through his entire four years are prov- 
ing fataltoa large percent of the ambitious 
youths who aspire to wear the shoulder straps. 
Objection is made that the curriculum is im- 
practical and the examinations too technica! 
but the friends of the present regime say it is 
so arranged as to compel a man to know some- 
thing before he can leave the 
“Point” as a graduate. The academy 
is subjected to criticism whenever 
the bill for its support is considered in con- 
gress. Yetitis probably a better school now 
than ever before, and is one of the most per- 
menent institutions of the government. George 
Washington himself recommended the estab- 
lishment of the academy and plans for if were 
set on foot early in this century. The too fre- 
quent scandals attendant on the disposition oi 
the cadetships which are placed in the hands 
of congressmen have become almost unknown 
of Jate years because of the adoption of the 
competitive examination plan in each district, 
A better class of students has been sent to 
the academy and the general deportment at 
the institution has notably improved. There 
sre some very interesting things to be seen in 
the war department. 
THE ORDNANCE MUSEUM 

is full of curiosities and historieal relics. Mod- 
els of all kinds of weapons from the simple 
bow end lance of the savage to the krupp gun 
with its five mile range, and the death mill of 
Gatling with its eight hundrea bullets a 
minute, show the progress of the science of 
slaughter. The exhibit of armor culminates 
in the heavy mail of the middle ages and grad- 
ually recedes to the flannel clad sol- 
dier of our day who g0es into @ 
s.orm of iron and lead with less protection 
than the rudest savage presents against the 
clumsy weapons of his native foe. The sci- 
ence of destruction far outran the science of 
selt-defense. The cumbrous armor of the 
knight errant would afford Mttle protection 
egainst the missiles of modern warfare, and 
would serously interfere with the precious 

rivilege of retreat when discretion 
itself as the better part of valor. Cannon of 
the Revolution and the long flint-locks used 
by the rebels against their king are shown 
in many well-preserved cannon.

SECRETARIES OF WAR. : 

No other cabinet position has been filled by 
so many men except the oflice of attorney 
general, which has had thirty-eight occu- 
pants. Henry Knox inaugurated the depart- 
ment and served as secretary of it during most 
ef Washington’s eight years of presidency. 
Georgia has furnished two secreiaries of war. 
One was Wm. H. Crawford, also her lone 
presidential candidate. The other was George 
W. Crawford, who served less than a year 
under Taylor and Fillmore. Henry Dearborn 
held the office eight years under both of 
Jeflerson’s terms, but generally the secretaries 
of war have not lasted through one full term. 
James Monroe, John C. Calhoun, Lewis Cass, 
John Bell, William L. Marcy and Jefferson 
Davis appear among the famous men who have 
been secretaries of war. Mr. Davis’s adminis- 
tration of this oflice was conspicuously able. 
He made great improvements in the District of 
Columbia. His home for years in Washington 
was in a large two-story brick house just oppo- 
site the present war department. It was the 
scene of many of the most elegant 
affairs in old time Washington 
seciety. General Grant served as secretary 
of wer for several months under Andrew 
Johnsen. No man never arregated to this 
efice anything like the power that Stanton 
exercised. Huis despotic will defied traditions 
as well as statutes, and disregarded equal and 
even superior authority.

THE LIBRARY 

of the department contains about 20,000 vol- 
umes arranged in-plain, comfortable rooms, 
where they will remain until the remainder 
of the building 1s finished. A war lIfbrary is 
then to be fitted up in the magnificentstyie of 
the navy library at a cost of $100,000. 

Among the publications by the department 
the most valuable is the series of “War Re- 
corde,” These books contain all the official 
records of the late war on both sides, so far as 
they could be obtained. They are accoun 
very valuable by statisticians, and for the 
veterans of the war, they p0s- 
£€8S a epecisl attraction. Each 
member of congress is furnished with half a 
dozen copies of each volume, and they are 
venerally donated to libraries. In the second- 
hand bookstores of Washington which curi- 
ously are stocked with all government publi- 
cations, the thirteen volumes of war records 
already published sell for $10. There will be 
many volumes yet. When the impartial his- 
torian of the future comes to write the real 
story of that war he will be thankful for this 
evidence of governmental enterprise.

5. Larceny is a crimen falsi, and the rec- 
ord of a conviction for larceny is admissible to 
discredit a witness. 

6. In case of the ejection from a railroad 
train of a passenger who had previously deliv- 
ered up his ticket, and who sues for desntnen 
on account of such ejection, the presumption is 
against the company; and it devolves on it to 
show that theconductor who put the pass- 
enger off acted rightly and under authority of 
law, and thus to lift the burden cast upon it 
by law. 

7. The illegal ejection of a passenger enti- 
tled by contract to be carried over a railway 
is itself an act for which damages are recover- 
able. The measure is for the jury. 

8. While the good faith of a conductor who 
improperly ejected a passenger would not de- 
feat the right to recover damages therefor, yet 
it might be considered in fixing the amount 
of such dameges; and bad faith on part of the 
conductor might be considered to increase the 
damages. Code, 7 3066.

3. Where exception was taken to re- 
marks of counsel outside of the evidence, and 
it appears from a note of the presi- 
ding judge that counsel was checked as soon 
as possible, and no longer persisted in such al- 
lusions, there is no error which will be con- 
sidered by this court. If there was any injury 
it was cured below. 

4. Shade trees on the sidewalks and streets 
ofacity belong to it, and in grading the 
streets and sidewalks, they may be removed 
if necessary; and an adjoining property owner 
certainly cannot recover therefor unless such 
damage was caused by negligence or carless- 
ness in the work.

Jackson, C. J.—1. In an action for talze im- 

prisonment, the evidence showed, in brief, 

as follows: Plaintiff, when arrested, was a 

shoemaker in Atlanta, engaged in his daily 

work, and had been eo for five years, a man 
of excellent character; he resided in the city 
of Atlanta for years, and his place of business 
was located in a public situation. He was ar- 
rested by certain policemen, including the 
chief of police of Atlanta, upon a letter trom 
the sheriff of Rockdale county, and without 
the production of any warrant. 
He was able and willing to give any 
bond required, but it was refused, and he was 
incarcerated in a cell which was loathsome 
and filthy. The chief of police stated that it 
would do no good to take out a writ of habeas 
corpus, that they would hold him.-Another po- 
liceman said that plaintiff was guilty “ofevery 
crime except burning a mill pond, and he is 
arrested because thore is meney in it.”’ After 
the sheriff of Rockdale county arrived (his 
residence being distant from Atlanta about 
two hours’ ride by rail), and after five hours’ 
imprisonment, bond was taken and plaintiif 
released, after payment of costs. The sheriff 
said he had beaieh warrants for the plaintiff, 
which had been sent to the chiefof police; but 
when plaintiff, pursuant to his bond, went to 
answer, no charge was against him in thecourt 
of Rockdale, and he was released. The bench 
warrants bad been issued in 1874, when plain- 

tiff. was a boy seventeen years of age, liv- 

ing with his father, aud were for vagran- 

cy and carrying concealed weapons; 

the arrest was made in 18383; 
Held, that the facts made a case of false im- 

prisopment, and it waserror for the court to 

direct a verdict for the defendants. Code 7? 

9990, 2991, 4726; 62 Ga., 291; 63 Id., 513; 46 

Id , 80; Code 22 5001, 5003, 5268, 5313. 

(a.) In cases of imprisonment under a war- 
rant, neitherthe party bona fide suing out, 
nor the officer who in good faith executes it, is 
guilty of false imprisonment, though the war- 
rant be defective in form, or be void for want 
of jurisdiction; and the good faith must be 
determined from the circumstances of each 
case. In cases of arrest without a warrant,the 
person arresting shall, without delay, convey 
the offender beiore the most convenient ollicer 
authorized to receive an affidavit and issue a 
warrant; and no such imprisonment shali be 
lawful beyond a reasonable time allowed for 
that purpose. (See authorities above.) 

(b.) The status of each defendant 1s to be 
fixed and his conduct graded and measured by 
the jury. 

(c.) The court has no authority to directa

3. Within the corporate limits of the cities, 
towns and villages of this state itis not law- 
ful for railread companies, as their trains ap- 
preach crossings or public roada, to blow their 
whistles, but it is the duty of the engineer to 
signal their approach to such crossings or 
public roads by tolling the beil of the locomio- 
tive.

There is no legal obstacle in the way of 
such a proceeding. Just such cases have occur- 
red, but they are very rare. After the second 
failure, the prosecutor would probably have a 
case made against him for malicious prosecution. 


Mules in This Country. 


J. H., Greenville, 8. C.: [bave heard that George 
Washington introduced xoules into this country. 
What are the facts? 


Mules were not much used until General Wash- 
ington introduced them at Mount Vernon in 1783, 
as less liable to disease, requiring less food and 
being better adapted to slave labor than the horse. 
Upto this period searcely any mules were to be 
foundin theunion. A few had been imported 
from the West Indies, but they wereof diminu- 
tive 'size and of little value. As soon as Wash- 
ngton’s views on this were known 
abroad he received a present from the king oi 
Spain of a jack and two jennys, selected from the 
royal stud at Madrid. The jack, called the Royal 
Giit, was sixteen hands high, of a gray color, 
heavily made and of asinggish disposition. At 
the same time the Marquis de Lafayette sent outa 
jack and jennys from thelslandef Malta. The 
jack, called the Knight of Malta, was a superb 
animal, ofa black color, with the form of a stag 
and the ferocity of a tiger. Washington availed 
himself of the best qualities of the two jacks 
by crossing the breeds, and hence obtained 
afayorite jack, called Compound, which animal 
united the size and strength of the Gift with the 
high cowrage. and activity of the knight. The 
Jacks arrived at Mount Vernon in abont 
the yearlis8. The general bred some very supe- 
rior mules from his coach mares, sending them 
from Philadeiphia for the purpose. In a fewyears 
the estate of Mount Vernon became stocked with 
mules ofa superior order, rising to the height of 
sixteen hands, and of great power and usefulness, 
one wagon team of four mules selling, at the sale 
of the general’s effeets, for $800.

Dr. McDonald, though somewhat indisposed, 
preached a very interesting sermon from the 
following text, taken from the 3rd chapter of 
LLxodus, 2nd and 3rd verses: 

“And the angel of the Lord appeared unto 
him in a fiame of fire out of the midst of a 
bush: and he looked, and, behold, the bush 
burned with firey and the bush was not con- 
sumed. And Moses said, I will now turn 
eside, and see this great sight, why the bush 
is not burnt.” 

Dr. McDonald first gave an outline of the 
early lite of Mores to show that God was, in 
a mysterious way, preparing him for his great 


‘work of deliverance of thg children of Israel 


from bondage in Egypt. -He said that where 
God had special work to be performed he spe- 
cially fits men for the work. 

_ Then, coming to the text, he went into the 
inquiry as to what was meant by the burn- 
ing bush, and whatSlessons were to be taught 
thereby. He said that it was difficult to un- 
derstand its meaning, thatit was doubtful if 
Moses himself understood it. He, however, 
felt that the following lessons might be drawn 
therefrom. 

|. The substance of the brush. It was a 
bremble bush merely, not a cedar, nor any 
very grand tree, but a very humble bush, 
symbol of the lowly and humble condition of 
the people whom He was to liberate. 

2. It wes a‘burning bush, indicative of the 
fiery trial through which the children of 
Jrael were topass. “I have called them into 
& jurnace of ailliction.” 

3. The bush was not consumed. The pastor 
upon this point said: “I believe in a covenant- 
keeping God. I believe that the sdul that 
trusts in the Lord Jesus Christ, though pressed 
through the greatest trials, is kept by God. 
‘I give unto him eternal life ‘and they shall 
never perish.”” The doctor was peculiarly 
¢lequent under this division of his subject. 

ext, the speaker alluded to the fact that 
the spirit of investigation was aroused in 
Moses. ‘“] will turn aside and see,” said he, 
“why the bush is not burnt.” It is a great 
thing for men to be led to 
think. The trouble is we do not investigate 
sufliciently these all-important truths pertain- 
ing to our eternal welfare.

After dwelling upon 
the common: conception that the ‘‘where- 
withal” means money, the preacher showed 
how many of the best enterprises owed their 
origin and final success to men: who had no 
money to g) ve. 

Study the history of any noble institution, 
and question the motives and means that 
built it, and you will findthat humanity, the 
love of truth and learning, piety, a generous 
rivalry in good deeds, energy and prudence 
constancy and industry, all the better in- 
stinects and powers of man—that is, the wealth 
which all men may have—had more to do 
with its establishment than the money dona- 
tion of its. patrons. And ‘fancy the 
answer to this sober question of the 
Psalmist, ““‘Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his ways?”’—“By making money.” So 
far from that, abundance of money in youth is 
often the chief source of youth’s temptations 
end ruin. 

Most of the special temptations of youth may 
he traced to four conditions as their source, if 
not their cause: Ignorance, especially jenor-
